"There was peculiar -wisdom 
and 


foresight on the part of our legisla- 
tive lathers in asking us annually to 
commenorate the heroic deeds of our 
soldiers living or dead. "We are her* 
this evening to unite in a tribute of 
respect and love to the brave men who 
fought or are Sghting and multitudes 
of who:n died or are dying today for 
the sacred cause of human freedom. 
But while we are here to honor the 
•warrior, we are not here to giorify 
war, nor to exalt the carnage of the 
battlefield. "War has been character- 
ized as hell upon earth. Xever was 
this more true lhan today. Ii has 
become the chamber cf horrors of 
the world's history. 


"Writers have tried to tell us what 


•war is like, but only those who have 
heard the whiz of buliets. the boom- 
ing of cannon, the bursting of sh_-lls 
and the clash of the bayonets — only 
these who have felt the shock of bat- 
tle or have seen the serried ranks. 
-when comrades dropped on 
either 


side; only those who h-\e heard the 
groans of the gassed or vjounced men 
and the moans of -the c"ying. or have 
seen the livid faces of the dead can 
ha.\e any comprehension of the terri- 
ble meaning of war. !Nor is this all — 
the story of weary inarches or anx- 
ious waiting in mud-soaked trenches. 


In conclusion
